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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-24 are rejected under U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Goldstein (6,448,571), in view of Sisson et al. (5,012,114). 

3. With respect to independent claim 1, Goldstein discloses a radiation protection 
arrangement for screening radiation emitted by a radiation source, in particular an x-ray 
source, having a screening element, which comprises or includes a radiation protection 
material (Abstract, lines 1-10, col. 1, lines 14-17, col. 2, lines 36-41, col. 6, claims 1, 3, 
6, &19, and Fig. 1). 

4. With respect to claims 1-24, Goldstein fails to disclose a separate cover along 
with a screen element comprising radiation protection material. Sisson et al., however, 
disclose a screening element, which separately includes a radiation shielding material, 
which is matched in and surrounds it, such that the two sheets are fastened together 
and yet completely separate (Abstract (all), col. 2, lines 1-17 & 44-64, col. 3, lines 35- 
63, col. 4, lines 8-24 & 30-54, 12 & 14 in Fig. 1), but held together by releasable 
fasteners (col. 4, lines 30-54 and 26a-b in Fig. 1). 

Thus, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill at the time of the 
invention was made to combine the methods and apparatus of Goldstein and Sisson et 
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al., because Goldstein teaches (col. 1, lines 36-37) that long-tern cumulative radiation 
exposure may cause adverse effects. 



5. Servant et al. disclose (5,247,182) clothing for protection of gonadal region, 
which has separate fabric material sheet and a radiation protection material layer with 
fasteners means.
